“Recently the big Amal- 
gamated Press magazine 
outfit was gobbled up by 
the Daily Mirror group, 
the huge concern with 
newspaper and allied. in 
terests not only in. this 
country but in far corners 
of the globe.

Now Odhams Press (the Daily Herald, 
the Sunday Pedple, magazines, books, print- 


ing plants, etc., etc.) have swallowed the 
magazine firm of Hulton. 

A spokesman for founder and boss Ed-_ 
ward Hulton said: “Smaller nits are find-” 
ing greater and greater difficulty in stand- 
ing alone in the publishing world of today. 
It is becoming a battle of giants.” 

* * * 

Interesting aspect of this is that Hulton

were big stuff-and they put up a posh new 
building on Fleet Street to prove it.

Cairns spent the last year 
as a high school English 
teacher in Delhi, Ont., after 
leaving the colonial service 
early in 1958.

He drew liberally on his 
seyen years’ experience as a 
district officer in Tanganyika 
to portray a people still an- 
chored to a tribal past but 
struggling to adopt the pattern 
of European civilization. 

The book contains few gen- 
eralizations and no Trecom- 
mendations for future colonial 
policy. It .is a mosaic of 
dozens of character sketches 
and descriptions of situations, 
personal problems and condi- 
tions.

In circular 50 of the B.C. 
Department of Agriculture 
there is a table stating the 
relative point value of vege- 
tables for exhibition. 
table is. often reproduced in 
show schedules for the conven- 
lence of exhibitors. 

Perfect specimens of 
radishes or Swiss chard are 
worth only two points, while 
lettuce, corn and beans com- 
mand seven points and pota- 
toes top the list with 10 points 

Since each collection.within 
the class will contain different 
kinds of vegetables, the win- 
ners are determined on the 
number of points obtained. It 
follows that a collection of 
those kinds of vegetables with 
high point values will have the 
edge on a collection of low 
point kinds, all other factors 
being equal. 

When a plate of vegetables 
or fruits is called for, the 
number of specimens to be 
shown is sometimes listed in 
the schedule or may be ob- 
tained from cireular 50. 


Cleaning Problem 


Strawberries, blackberries 
and cherries, for example, re- 
quire 24 specimens to a plate, 
while currants require six 
bunches of the red or white 
varieties and one-half pint of 
the blacks.

Finally, a few words 6n 
judging and awards. There 
are general rules which gov- 
ern all judges as well as the 
special instructions. given by 
individual organizations. 

When there is no competi- 
tion in a class, that is, only 
one entry, it is generally ac- 
cepted that a first prize can- 
not be awarded. - 

This is reasonable when you 
consider that awards are deter- 
mined by comparing one entry 
against another and deciding 
which is good, which is better 
and which is the best. Ob- 
viously, no comparison is pos- 
sible when there is only one 
entry and therefore no “best” 
entry exists. * 

However, if the judges feel 
that the only entry in the class 
is up to first prize standards, 
they are permitted by some 
organizations to award a sec- 
ond or third prize, or an 
“award of merit,” in recog- 
nition. of the quality. This 
does not lower the standard 
of the entry in any way be- 
cause it results only from lack 
of competition.

In the interior, a road 
grader -ripped an _ Indian 
skeleton from its grave. Engi- 


neering studies went ahead on 
industrial projects that will 
flood hundreds of miles of 
river margins and obliterate 
countless archaeolgical sites. 
---We_do_ not. .C. nor 
in Canada_as a-whole! any sys- 
tematic provision for preserv- 
ing an adequate sample of 
the archaeological remains 
threatened with destruction. 
We are allowing our archaeo- 
logical resources to dwindle 
away with scarcely more than 
a twinge of conscience. 


‘Others Do Better
